The Austriat Parliament has 
been summoned to meet next Wednes- 
day, but the prospect of its being able 
to accomplish anything is not good. 
The Czechs are determined to continue 
their obstructive tactics uniess the 
Bienerth cabinet resigns, and the Ger- 
mans are as determined not to permit 
this, becatise such a surrender would 
place the control of Austrian politics 
in’ the hands of the Czechs. 

Meanwhile the financial situation Is 
becoming worse, the cost of living has 
risen to a point where public indig- 
nation is daily becoming more clamor- 
ous, and the ministers find it impos- 
sible to devise new sources of taxation 
to meet the deficiency in the budget. 
Hungary further complicates the sit- 
uation by preventing the meeting of 
the delegations, without which 
government is unable to obtain money 
to cover the enormous military ex- 
penditures in connection with the an- 
nexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

Altogether the political outlook in 
both halves of the monarchy is dis- 
quieting “and little hope of immediate 
improvement.is entertained. 

Legislative power reiating to the 
common affairs of Austria-Hungary, 
Including the voting of money for 
common purposes, Is exercised b 
parliaments of both states, but the 
duty of examining the requirements of 
the common services and recommend- 
ing what amount should be voted for 
each belongs to so-called delegations 
of specially-selected members of the 
two parliaments.

MANY ARE UNDER CAPITALIZEB. 
The claim is made that most of the 
larger Standard concerns are | much 
under-capitalized, some of them at 
one-fourth their real value.

GIRL RECOVERED BY FATHER 
AFTER LONG CHASE, 
New Jersey Man Spends Twe Years 
Vainly Seeking Daughter, to Have 
Triumph Marred by Unwillingness 


of Victim to Leave Her Captors. 
Taught Fortune Telling.

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Kidnaped by gypsies more 
than two years ago, Amelia Johnson, 
13 years old, Was found today by ‘her 
father, Ephraim Johnson of Elizabeth, 
N. J., who has traveled thousands of 
miles in the search for his daughter. 
The child was found with Zalacho 
Demetro, alias Tom Mitchell, who is 
the recognize. chief of all the gypsies 
in the United States. ‘When the 
father of the girl and two uncles, who 
had come here from the East in re- 
sponre to an anonymous letter, found 
the kidnaped child, she at first failed 
to recognize them. She repulsed her 
father’s embrace and clung to the 
skirts of her foster mother. the wife of 
the gypsy chief, when detectives tried 
to take her from the Demetro home. 
Having lived with the lbemetro fam- 
lly so long she has acquired their 
Itallan accent of speech, when a re- 
porter asked her at the Harrison 
Street Police Station annex if she 
wanted to go back to her papa, John- 
son, she answered: 

“No, no; me no want to go home to 
Papa Johnson. Me want to stay with 
Demetro. I have a nice time and no 
work—only take care of de baby. I 
tella da fortume you cross my palm 
with silver, and I tella all your -life, 
past and present. Demetro, he teacha 
me how to tell da fortune.” 

According to the story told the po- 
lice by the girl’s father, she was taken 
from Elizabeth etro in the 
spring of 1907 to the Jamestown Ex- 
position. Johnson, who knew Demetro, 
gave his permission with the under- 
standing that the child was to be re- 
turned to Elisabeth after the close of 
the exposition.

| TOLSTO! TO THE WORLD. 


Sends Message to Peace Congress Ap- 
pealing to People to Refuse to 
Be Soldiers. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

GENEVA, Nov. 22.—Count Leo Tol- 
stoi, by way of Switzerland, has given 
another message to the world. At an 
anti-military meeting in Bienne, when 
100 Swiss and foreign delegates were 
assembled, Tolstoi’s appeal to the peo- 
ple was read amid great enthusiasm. 

It had been written especially for 
the recent peace congress at Stock- 
holm, postponed because of the recent 
Swedish strike. Later, it was ar- 
ranged to read the appeal, at Berlin, 
but the police prohibited it. 

Yesterday Tolstoi’s friends in Gen- 
eva delivered his message. 

Tolstoi appeals to the good sense of 
the world’s people to refuse to serve 
as soldiers, either voluntarily or under 
pressure, even if that refusal entails 
punishment. Killing by soldiers, he 
asserts, is a criminal! act. 

The messag? appeals not to govern- 
ments, but directly to people and their 
good sense to stop the growth of ar- 
mies and navies.

The defendant, specially appearing

{the plaintifY also being present with 
his counsel,) moveg to dismiss the ci- 
tation “on the ground and for the 
reasons that the said proceeding is 
not an election contest within the 
meaning of the provisions of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, and that there is 
no provision in law for the issuing 
of such a citation or for the service 
thereof, and that the said George A. 
Smith has therefore not properly been 
rey with process in the said ac- 

. 

On the 10th day of November, 1909, 

in accordance with certain provisions 
of the charter of the city of Los An- 
geles, a primary nominating election 
was held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates to be voted for at the gen- 
eral municipal election to be held 
on the first Tuesday in December. At 
said primary election the two candi- 
dates receiving the highest number of 
votes for the office of Mayor would 
be the two candidates for that office, 

to be voted for at the December elec- 
The complaint shews that dither the 
returns from the primary election were 
received they were canvassed by the 
City Council, meeting as the duly and 
legally constituted canvassing board of 
said election; thereupon the 
canvassing board 4 d declare that, ac- 
cording to said fF. the two can- 
didates receiving the highest number 
of votes for the office of Mayor were 
George Alexander and George A. 
Smith. It further appears that, ac- 
cording to said returns as canvassed 
and deciared, the number of votes re- 
ceived by the defendant Smith was 
only nimeteen more than the number. 
received by William C. Mushet. 

The plaintiff does not bring this pro- 
ceeding as an ordinary action at law 
or suit in equity. It is brought as a 
special proceeding, claiming a recount 
of the ballots. And it is alleged that 
a correct count of the ballots cast at 
the primary election would show that 
more yotes were cast for Mr. 

Mushet than for Mr. 

The character of this case, in that 
it is presented by plaintiff as only a 
statytory election contest, is further 
shown by the fact that, instead of 
serving a summons on the defcndant, 
a citation was issued and served. So 
it clearly appears that, if the law re- 
lating to election contests (including 
therewith the provisions of*the city 
charter.) provides for a judicial re- 
count of the votes cast at a primary 
nominating election of the city of Los 
Angeles, this motion to dismiss the 
citation must be denied. -FMut, if the 
said law does not provide for such a 
recount, the citation must be dis- 
mis 

It was mietecthy urged on behalf of 
the plaintiff that the court should deal 
with this matter broadly, as dealing 
with publie interests, and ‘with ques- 
tions of fundamental right. and that, 
therefore, this decision shvuld not be 
controlled by any narrow rules of con- 
struction of doubtful words or phrases. 
But, also, it was very fairly admitted 
that the court should not try to read 
into the statutes, or charter, any pro- 
visions which are not there. I am 
fully tmpressed with the importance of 
these considerations, and shall en- 


In this connection i 

that the validity of the city’s primary 
election law is not at all involved in 
this case. If a judicial review of the: 
ballots cast at a primary election is 
not now permitted by the terms of the 
charter, and if the people desire to 
give such permission, it is within their 
power to amend the charter. But +t 
may be that, for the purposes of a 
primary nominating efection, it would 
be found better to accept the result 
of the returns as canvassed by the 
City Council, rather than to bring 
about the confusion of a contest over 
the correctness of the returns. 

It is aleo Suggested, with some rea- 
eon, that the provisions of the elec- 
tion contest law are not well adapted 
to the requirements of a primary elec- 
tion. T am not required here to ex- 
press an opinion upon these matters 
of public policy, further than to ob- 
serve that the integrity of the munic- 
inal ele_tion system is not at stake in 
this proceeding. 

This leaves the court entirely free 
to inquire into the meaning of the 
charter and the statutes, and to con- 
strue them reasonably, without any 
fear that either one of the possible 


lamity. 

It must first be admitted that the 
general law relating to election con- 
tests, @* set forth in the Code of Civil 
Procedure, does not by its own terms 
metude @ primary nominating election. 
That statute refers exclusively to a 
contest of the right of any person 
“declared elected to an office.’ 

It has been decided that where a 
primary election was held under the 
general primary election law of the 
State, such election can be contested 
in the Superior Court under the elec- 
tion contest provisions of the Code. 
This was the ruling by Judce Murasky 
m the recent case of Fickert vs. 
Heney, at San Francisco. The State 
primary election law itself provides for 
such contest. It further provides that

As the city of Los Angeles 
comes within the exception, we must 
hold that there is nothing in the gen- | 
eral statutes of the State which 
would authorize the holding of this 
election contest, unless we can find 
that those laws are made applicable 
by the terms of the city charter. 

I assume, and do not doubt, pe 
the city charter could provide for 
primary election contest by 
saying that such contests may be 
held in the manner proviaed for in 
the Code of Civil Procedure, or by 
making some special provision there- 
for. So that it only remains to look 
into the charter and see whether it 
has any provisions relating to, or mn 
any way including, primary. election 
contests. 

The article upon elections in the city 
charter of Los Angeles is found in the 
statutes of 1909, at page 1295 et seq. 
Sections 194 and 202 of the charter are 
as follows: 

“Sec. 194. Elections to be held in 
said city for the purpose of electing 
the officers of said city, and for all 
Other purposes, are of three kinds: 

“(1.) Primary nominating elections. 

“(2.) General municipal elections. 

“(3.) Special elections. 

“Sec. 202. All elections shall, except 

as herein otherwise provided, be con- 
Tantea and heid in accordance with the 
provisions of the laws of the State for 
the holding of genera! elections in ef- 
fect at the time.” 

It is admitted in this case that the 
plaintiff depends upon Section 202 as 
reyes that part of the charter which, 
as he claims, makes the election-con- 
test laws of the State apply to pri- 
mary nominating elections of the city 
of Los Angeles. If this claim cannot 
be maintained, then the court has no 
right to require the defendant to re- 
spond to any “citation” in this pro- 
ceeding. 

The only decision of our Supreme 
Court which has been cited for the 
plaintiff as ciosely related this 


Cal., ‘ 
In that case, the “Act to incorporate 
the city of Sacramento” contained pro- 
visions which, it was heid, permitted 
the county court to hear and deter- 
mine an election contest. The said 
act previded that “all the provisions 
of law in force regulating elections,” 

so far as applicable, should apply to 
elections of officers of that city. The 
Supreme Court ruled thet the section. 
of the Code of Civil Procedure, relat- 
ing to contests of elections, were a 
cers of the State laws regulating elec- 
tions. 

We have here to consider whether 
that ruling appiies to thie “ase Here 
the reference to the State law (as such 
reference is contained in Section své 
of the charter of Los Angeles) is by 
its own terms limited to the proposi- 
tion that these elections shall be con- 
ducted and held in accordance with 
the State laws for the holding of gen- 
eral elections. 

It seems clear enough that the elec- 
tion contest sections of the code are 
a part of the general system for the 
regulation of elections. But it does not 
necessarily follow that the  judicia: 
proceedings therein provided for are 
a part of the holding of the election« 
as those words are commonly used and 
understood, and as the words were 
used in sections 194, 202 and 206b of the 
charter of the city of Los Angeles. It 
may be that, in a certain sense, the 
work of conducting an e:ection fs not 
complete until the person elected has 
acquired complete title, and all of the 
evidences of title to his office. And 
there is some reason in the suggestion 
that, according to the bri adest mean 
ing of the words, the work of any spe- 
cial tribunal appointed to recount bal- 
lots cast at an election is work in- 
cluded in the conduct of the election 
I find myself inclined to agree with 
plaintiff's counsel in this general prop- 
osition. 

But this does not foreclose a fur- 
ther examination of the words used 
in the city charter, to ascertain what 
they say and what they really mean. 
Section 202 says that these municipal 
elections are to be “conducted and 
held” in sccordance with the provi- 
sions of the laws of the State for the 
holding of general elections. This 
brings us to the very quertion upor. 
which this case must depend. 

When the Superior Court holds a 


election contest according to the meth- 
od set forth in the code of civil pro- 
cedure, is the court “holding” the 
election? And if this court in the 
present proceeding should make a new 
eount of the ballots, would this court 
be still holding the primary election? 

I observe that the common under- 
standing of these words would not in- 
clude a court cbntest as being part of 
the conducting and holding of the elec- 
tion. This is illustrated by the com- 
plaint now before the court. The 
plaintiff says that a primary nominat- 
ing election “was held" on the 10th
